UNITED STATES RUBBER COMPANY 


George R. Vila, President of United 
States Rubber Company, was born in 
Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, in 1909, the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 8. Vila. 

After completing secondary school- 
ing in Philadelphia, he attended Wes- 
leyan University, Middletown, Connecti- 
eut, graduating in 1932 with a Bachelor 
of Arts degree. He then attended the 

G. R. Vila Massachusetts Institute of Technology 

graduating the following year with a 
Master of Science degree in Chemical Engineering. 

Mr. Vila joined Naugatuck Chemical in 1936, after 
three years with the Boston Woven Hose and Rubber Com- 
pany, Cambridge, Massachusetts, a leading producer of in- 
dustrial rubber goods, where he was Production and De- 
velopment Engineer. His first post was salesman in the 
Rubber Chemicals Department. In 1942, he was transferred 
to the Division’s Research and Development Department 
where he worked on GR-S synthetic rubber. He was named 
Research and Development Manager for synthetic rubber 
the following year. 

In this position he pioneered in the development of 
experimental GR-S rubbers, tailored to fit specific end 
uses. He also pioneered in the adaptation of statistical con- 
trol methods to the manufacture of synthetic rubber, in 
what was one of the first examples of the application of 
statistical quality control coneepts to a chemical manu- 
facturing process. 

In 1945, he went to Germany under the auspices of the 
Technical Industrial Intelligence Committee to study the 
progress of the German synthetic rubber industry. The 
mission obtained fundamental information on cold poly- 
merization, and upon his return to Naugatuck, Mr. Vila 
initiated research work which led to the development of 
cold GR-S. He was awarded a ‘‘Certificate of Apprecia- 
tion’’ by the government for this activity.

In October of 1957, he 
was appointed Group Executive Vice President of the 
company.

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BUILDING 


Sharp gains in all three major construction categories 
in November sent total construction contracts to a new 
record for the month, 22% above November a year ago, F. 
W. Dodge Corporation reported. Contracts for non-resi- 
dential buildings and heavy engineering construction 
registered notable increases for the fourth month in a row, 
while residential building contracts exceeded year-earlier 
levels for the first time this year in November. November 
construction contracts totalled $2,886,131,000, the highest 
level on record for the month. Dodge Vice President and 
Chief Economist George Cline Smith said that the 22% 
gain over November 1959 was abnormally large, due to the 
steel strike which held last year’s figure down to a relatively 
low level. ‘‘ However, this should not obscure the fact that 
the current figures are the highest ever recorded for any 
November, providing a note of encouragement for business 
in general,’’ 

Contracts for non-residential buildings in November 
rose 14% above a year ago to $915,683,000, with every 
major building type sharing in the gain. Heavy engineer- 
ing contracts in November were valued at $717,447,000, a 
full 50% above November 1959. Public works contracts, 
sparked by highways, and bridges rose 44%, while utilities 
soared 77% over last year with all major categories scoring 
substantial increases. November contracts for residential 
buildings rose 15% over a year ago to $1,253,001,000. Chief 
factor in the residential gain was a very sharp increase in 
apartment building contracts, while single family homes 
were down 9% from last year. 

A summary of the latest figures follows: Non-resi- 
dential building $915,683,000, up 14% ; residential building 
$1,253,001,000, up 15%; heavy engineering $717,447,000, 
up 50%—total construction $2,886,131,000, up 22%. 

Cumulative totals for the first eleven months of 1960 
with percentage changes from the corresponding period of 
last year, were : non-residential building $11,258,213,000, up 
6% ; residential building $14,248,557,000, down 12% ; heavy 
engineering $8,135,845,000, up 12%—total construction 
$33,642,615,000, down 1%. '

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 





General market conditions show no improvement and 
possibly a slight deterioration since last month. Many 
economists now look for a slight recession continuing thru 
the first half of 1961 with steady improvement thereafter. 
The new administration will almost certainly take steps on 
a national scale to slow or halt this recession. At this time 
it would appear that federal spending could not possibly 
have the desired effect in time to change the outlook for the 
next six months substantially. However it might well be 
that federal action taken in the next few months could 
accelerate the upswing predicted fer the last half of 1961. 
In general no runaway downswing seems indicated at 
present and many businesses are holding steady at a 
relatively high level of activity. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 


November 1960 asbestos fibre shipments for the In- 
dustry at 141,471 tons were 31,769 tons or 28% higher than 
November 1959. This increase is attributed to heavy export 
shipments prior to the close of navigation. 

Year to date shipments at the end of November ran 
116,194 tons or approximately 13% ahead of the same 
period last year. 

1961 asbestos shipments are expected to again be 
slightly higher than those of 1960. 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS. 


Asbestos Textiles. The market situation at present is 
extremely depressed with capacity far in excess of demand 
and no immediate relief in sight.

The market continues to be 
very slow on products used for residential construction due 
to seasonal factors and the current low level of housing 
construction. Products used for commercial and industrial 
construction are moving at a somewhat better rate but are 
affected seasonally. 


High Pressure Insulation. Conditions continue very 
competitive for all types of business and the outlook is 
good for the first quarter of 1961., 


Low Pressure Insulation. Sales of asbestos low pressure 
insulations are slow and the market is highly competitive 
with no signs of change. 


Shingles—Roofing & Siding. Asbestos siding products 
continue to decline in sales compared to the same period 
of 1959 and no change is anticipated in the near future. 


Asbestos Pipes. The market is depressed seasonally and 
prices continue to be very soft for pipe products of all 
kinds due to foreign competition and excessive domestic 
manufacturing capacity. 

The above comments have been made by various informed 
executives in the Industry. All comments are welcome.

Treatment of Fibrous Materials with Coating or Impregnat- 
ing Agents, No. 2,939,814. Granted on June 7, 1960, to P. H. 
Amphlett, J. Dundas and G. L. H. Woodthorpe (assigned to 
Jointine Products Company, Ltd., Lincoln, England). Method 
for coating asbestos fibre with a water-insoluble substance. For 
example, long fibre asbestos is beaten into a suspension with 
water, the slurry acidified to a pH of 3.5 with aluminum sulfate, 
and then polyvinyl methyl ether is added with heat. Following 
cooling, a water solution of butadiene acrylonitrile co-polymer 
and a non-ionic soap is added, and the slurry reheated. It is 
then formed into sheet by removal of the supernatant liquor.
